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Woman, 30, died in three-vehicle crash near her home

A THREE-VEHICLE crash 
which killed a woman in Dud¬ 
ley has sparked an investiga¬ 
tion by council bosses over 
road safety. 

Vikki Jones, aged 30, died at the 
scene of the three-car smash in Wood 
Road, Lower Gornal, on Friday night. 

An 11-year-old girl, believed to be her daugh¬ 
ter, was taken to hospital with arm injuries. 

The fatal accident, which took place close to 
Ms Jones’ home, has sparked anger from resi¬ 
dents who claim their calls for traffic calming 
measures have been ignored. Dudley Council 
says it is now investigating.

Detective Sergeant Paul 
Hughes, from West Midlands Police Collision In¬ 
vestigation Unit, said: “We are trying to estab¬ 
lish exactly what happened, and are appealing to 
anyone who witnessed the collision, and hasn’t 
yet spoken to us, to contact us. 

Speed 

“Our thoughts are with the family of the 
woman who sadly lost her life. Specialist officers 
are supporting them at this difficult time.” 

Neighbour Toni Woolridge said: “She was a 
lovely lady”, adding: “People are always saying 
when is anything going to be done on this road, 
what is it going to take?” Neighbour Stephanie 
Heathcock said: “It is very, very sad. She had 
her whole life ahead of her. It is not the first 
time there have been crashes on the street. I 
hate speed humps but this is the place to put 
them.” 

A 21-year-old man arrested on suspicion of 
causing death by dangerous driving was released 
on police bail.

No action planned 
on ‘racetrack 9 road 

HIGHWAYS bosses say they have ‘no 
plans’ to renovate a stretch of road which 
has seen two fatal accidents in the past 
year. 

Residents have labelled the Stourbridge 
Road A449 as being a ‘racetrack’ in recent 
months. It comes as a 51-year-old man 
was killed on the route last month and a 
90-year-old man in November last year. 

A Highways England spokesman said:

IT’S been 27 years since two of Stour¬ 
bridge’s finest bands - The Wonder 
Stuff and Ned’s Atomic Dustbin - 
shared a stage, but they will be appear¬ 
ing together in a double-headline tour 
in 2018. 

The tour celebrating the days when 
Stourbridge was mentioned in the same 
breath as Manchester and Liverpool for 
its thriving music scene will include two 
consecutive nights at Birmingham’s 02 
Academy on April 14 and 15. 

The two bands grew up alongside one 
another and their first ever live show to¬ 
gether was on The Wonder Stuffs Disco 


King tour at the long-gone Humming¬ 
bird venue in Birmingham. 

To celebrate this reunion both bands 
sold limited number of tickets at 1990 
prices of just £7. 

With a career spanning more than 
three decades, The Wonder Stuff have 
sold millions of albums worldwide with 
eight studio releases to date. They had 
hit singles Size Of A Cow and, with co¬ 
median Vic Reeves, a cover of Dizzy. 
The band, fronted by Miles Hunt, con¬ 
tinue to record and tour 

Formed 30 years ago, Ned’s Atomic 
Dustbin quickly gained a huge fan base 


after those initial shows with The Won¬ 
der Stuff and shot straight to number 
one in the indie singles chart in July 
1990 with Kill Your Television. The 
Neds, fronted by Jonn Penney, saw 
their first Sony single Happy storm into 
the Top 20 and their debut album, God 
Fodder, went top five as well as achiev¬ 
ing success in the USA with the band 
also gaining a cult following in Japan. 

Joining them will be DJ Graham 
Crabb from Pop Will Eat Itself, another 
band from the Stourbridge scene. Tick¬ 
ets £30 will be available from tomorrow 
(Friday) at 9am via ticketmaster. 


25-year lease vital 
for Hippodrome hope 


CAMPAIGNERS who want to re¬ 
open a landmark theatre in Dud¬ 
ley say a 25-year lease is needed 
to prevent the curtain coming 
down on hopes of reviving the 
historic venue. 

The rescue of Dudley Hippodrome 
is hanging in the balance and could 
collapse altogether if Dudley Council 
does not agree to extend the lease, 
says the group trying to save the Cas¬ 
tle Hill building. 

The group Black Country Hippodrome, 
which would be the venue’s new name, has 
issued a plea to the council for an extension 
to its lease which members say is currently 
too short to attract the necessary invest¬ 
ment. 

Members met for crunch talks with 
council bosses this week when they asked 
for a 20-year lease on top of the five-year 
agreement already in place. There are fears 
that the restoration will not be able to go 
ahead without it. 

Around £5 million is needed to bring the 
Hippodrome back to its former glory. 

Targets 

The group revealed earlier this month 
that its fundraising attempts had come to 
a ‘standstill’. 

Campaigners trying to restore the fa¬ 
mous building, which once hosted such leg¬ 
endary acts as Laurel and Hardy, say they 
are meeting the targets set for the first year 
of the project. 

Dudley Council confirmed the request for 
a longer lease would be considered. 

The local authority had planned to de¬ 
molish the building before the campaign 
group got the go-ahead to save the theatre. 

Steve Daniels, from Black Country Hip¬ 
podrome, said: “The critical milestones are 
phased over five years. We have complied 
with year one, the main part of year one 
was to show what funding sources we had 
looked at and produced paperwork to show 
that.” 


Conference? No, I’m in Kurdistan

IT is a major event in the Labour 
Party calendar, filled with keynote 
speeches, heated debates and guar¬ 
anteed drama. But this year rather 
than be in Brighton for conference, 
Dudley North Labour MP is 3,000 
miles away - in Kurdistan. 

While Jeremy Corbyn and John 
McDonnell prepared to address 


delegates, Mr Austin was visiting a 
refugee camp for people fleeing the 
war ravaged city of Mosul, where 
Isis had been driven out by Iraqi 
and Kurdish forces. 

The Dudley North MP tweeted: 
“Humbling to visit camp for people 
fleeing Mosul. Those poor kids.” 

The relationship between Mr 


Austin and the Labour leadership 
has been rocky since Mr Austin 
heckled party leader Mr Corbyn 
during a debate on the Iraq war. 

Mr Austin’s visit to Kurdistan 
came as its people voted in a ref¬ 
erendum on independence. But the 
Iraqi leadership has said it will not 
recognise the referendum. 


Outline plan 
for 100 new 
homes on site 
next to wood 

PLANS for a major housing develop¬ 
ment near Haden Hill Park have been 
revealed. 

Developer A and J Mucklow Group has 
lodged plans to put around 100 homes 
on a green site at Haden Cross, Crad- 
ley Heath, where Haden Cross House 
once stood. The site covers a large area 
stretching back from Halesowen Road, 
near Haden Hill Park. 

An application for outline permission 
has been lodged with Sandwell Council 
with further details on the development 
to be provided at a later stage. 

A mix of properties is expected with 
a planning statement revealing some 
would likely be three storeys high. Some 
of the woodland on the land would be re¬ 
tained as part of the plan. 

A design statement, said: “The area 
of the site which is closest to the A459, 
where the former Haden Cross House 
once stood, has been left unmanaged and 
is now overgrown. 

“The proposed development includes 
the creation of a new residential devel¬ 
opment areas of open space and retains 
the woodland area to the east of the site. 
The design and access statement con¬ 
firms the applicant’s commitment to the 
delivery of a high-quality development. 
The proposals aim to make the most ef¬ 
ficient use of land that is appropriate to 
the nature and setting of the site.”

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Thug jailed 
for attack 
on terrified 
ex-partner 

A FRIGHTENED woman sat at home 
with the lights off because she was so 
intimidated by her ex-partner, a court 
was told. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
that Richard Hughes, of Woodnorton 
Road, Rowley Regis, would not leave 
the woman alone after their year-long 
relationship ended. 

The 28-year-old bombarded her 
with phone calls and text messages 
while repeatedly driving past her 
house, said Miss Samantha Powis, 
prosecuting. 

He also arranged for people to bang 
on her door, shout abuse and park 
outside the address for long periods. 
The tormented victim, aged 24, later 
told police: “I was so scared I would 
sit in my house with no lights on.” 

A month after they split he accused 
her of a burglary at his mother’s home 
and demanded that they meet on a car 
park. He slapped her, pulled her hair 
and took her to an address where he 
threatened to keep punching her until 
she admitted her ‘guilt,’ and produced 
a knife. 

Mr Simon Burch, defending, said: 
“He has struggled with the idea he 
had to let the relationship go.” 

Hughe pleaded guilty to assault, 
putting a person in fear of violence 
and witness intimidation. He was 
jailed for three-and-a-half years and 
banned from any further contact with 
the woman. 

Station revamp 
is driving ahead 

CONTROVERSIAL proposals to 
re-develop Dudley Bus Station this 
week took a major step forward. 

Dudley Council’s development boss 
Councillor Ian Kettle said he was sat¬ 
isfied with the scheme after seeing the 
plans in detail. 

Concerns about safety had been 
raised by cabinet colleague Councillor 
David Stanley, raising the possibility 
the council could block the scheme or 
ask for significant changes. 

However, the way now looks to 
be clear for the project, brought by 
Transport for West Midlands. 

Under the plans, buses will reverse 
in and out of bays at the revamped 
station, which had led to concerns 
pedestrian safety could be put at risk. 

But Councillor Kettle insisted 
changes to the layout would mean 
passengers would not walk out in 
front of buses. 

The long-awaited revamp of the 
town’s bus station is expected to go 
ahead as part of the Midland Metro 
extension into the town - part of 
major changes over the next decade 
announced by West Midlands Mayor 
Andy Street last week.

Just ask Emma Johnson - she 
needed a police escort on her wed¬ 
ding day when the Birmingham Velo 
closed routes and caused traffic jams 
around her marriage venue. 

Emma and Christopher had booked 
their wedding day at The Blakelands 
Country House in Bobbington, near 
Stourbridge, last year. 

Knowing about the Birmingham 
Velo, which closed roads as thousands 
of cyclists pedalled through the area, 
they got themselves passes to ensure 


a clear route through the road clo¬ 
sures to the rural wedding venue. 

But when it came to Sunday morn¬ 
ing, their best-laid plans looked at 
risk of falling apart. 

Mrs Johnson’s mother Nicola 
Stackhouse said: “We planned to get 
to the venue for 9.30am, so got to 
Swindon early to get across there. 

“We were given passes but when we 
arrived we were told we couldn’t get 
through. 

“We then spoke to one of the or¬ 
ganisers and the police then said they 
would escort us through. 


“It all adds to the stress of the day.” 

The Blakelands Country House 
later posted on Facebook: “Thank 
you ever so much to Wombourne Po¬ 
lice Station for escorting today’s bride 
into our venue. Blue lights, we love a 
dramatic entrance.” 

Friend Paula Constable wrote: 
“Knew you’d make a dramatic en¬ 
trance Emma!” Group Wombourne 
Online said: “How wonderful, many 
congratulations.” 

The guests were not caught in the 
closures as the roads re-opened in 
time for them to get to the venue. 


Cycling and sabotage 
- day of drama at velo 


FLAG-WAVING crowds, disgruntled 
businesses, fed up motorists and sab¬ 
oteurs. 

The Birmingham Velo brought plenty of 
drama to the Black Country and its rural 
fringes on Sunday as 15,000 cyclists took on 
the 100-mile route. 

The race started in Birmingham city centre at 
6.30am, then went through Sandwell, South Staf¬ 
fordshire, Wolverhampton and Wyre Forest, re¬ 
turning to the city centre via Halesowen. 

Many road closures were in place, forcing some 
businesses to shut for the day and residents to 
leave their cars at home. 

Nails and tacks were left on the route, including 
in Bobbington and Swindon, at the start of the day 
as some angry people tried to sabotage the event. 

One tack caused a puncture to the back tyre of 
marshal David Coxhead’s motorbike. His job was to 
assist vehicles having to use the route in an emer¬ 
gency. It included escorting a carer to a care home. 

He said: “I thought they managed to clear them 
all, but one obviously got my tyre.” 

Swindon Parish Council chairman Richard 
Painter said: “Unfortunately there have been tacks 
put on the road around this area, they were left 
there in the morning. 

Disruption 

“Work was done to remove them, but I know 
some cyclists suffered punctures.” 

Among those hit by the closures was Lloyd 
Bigden who drove up from Ipswich for a stunt 
driving day at Halfpenny Green Airport near Bob¬ 
bington. But the 24-year-old, and his friend Liam 
Burns, from Lichfield, could not get to the airport 
in time for the 11am start. 

The disruption to the road network had forced 
many pubs to open later than usual, including the 
popular Red Lion in Bobbington, and Halfpenny 
Green Vineyard did not open until 2pm. People 
spoke of their frustration at not being able to get to 
events, including a wedding at Blakelands Country 
House in Bobbington, where special arrangements 
were made to save the day (see story above). 

There were also cheers as hundreds of people 
lined the roads waving flags and holding signs of 
support for the charity fundraising cyclists.

Body scans on move to Guest Hospital 


A PROJECT has been announced to expand a £3.5 
million imaging facility at Dudley Guest Hospital 
for patients needing body scans. 

The outpatients centre at the Tipton Road hos¬ 
pital is being extended to handle an extra 20,000 
scans a year. 

Health bosses say the project will help to reduce 
waiting times for patients, but warned some exist¬ 
ing services could be affected while the extension 
work takes places. 

Work has already begun on the project and the 


Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust, which runs 
the hospital, hope it will be completed by November 
1. 

Two new scanners will be brought in to produce 
the MRI and CT scans. 

All patients in Dudley needing the scans will be 
sent to the Guest Hospital, freeing up services at 
Russells Hah Hospital and Corbett Outpatient Cen¬ 
tre, where they previously went. 

“This is very exciting news for our patients,” said 
Dr Alec Wolinski, chief of clinical support at The 


Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust. “Providing 
scanning facilities closer to patients’ homes will not 
only be more convenient but will also free up scan¬ 
ners at Russells Hall Hospital for inpatients and 
those needing emergency imaging.” 

MRI and CT scans are used to scan body parts 
and can detect conditions such as internal injuries 
or cancer. 

The development will also create an extra 22 
parking spaces, adding to the project’s aim to make 
it easier for patients to access hospital services. 


Machete schoolboy 
handed night curfew

A TEENAGER who had a ma¬ 
chete and cosh in school be¬ 
fore being caught with a knife 
in the street has been given an 
evening curfew. 

The 13-year-old, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, took the 
foot-long machete and cosh into a 
secondary school in Dudley. 

The youth, who had no previous con¬ 
victions, broke the law again less than a 
month later when he had a large blade 
in his possession on a residential street. 

Wolverhampton Youth Court handed 
the boy a 12-month referral order. He 
must stick to a two-month curfew, from 
7pm until 7am daily. 

Prosecutor Mr Kulbir Paul did not 
reveal details of the case in open court 
saying magistrates had been informed of 
the facts in a report. 

Concerned school staff called police 
after suspecting the teenager was armed 
while in the classroom just before 3.30pm 
on July 11. 

Mother 

The youth, who was supported in court 
by his mother, was then caught with a 
kitchen knife in a street a couple of miles 
away from the school at 2.10pm on Au¬ 
gust 15. 

Mr Gerry Vahey, defending, decided 
not to mitigate during the sentencing 
hearing or explain why the youngster 
committed the crimes, after magistrates 
said they planned to give him a referral 
order. 

The youth admitted possessing a knife, 
blade or sharp pointed article in a public 
place and two counts of possessing an 
offensive weapon. He will undertake a 
programme that includes managing emo¬ 
tions and weapons awareness. They also 
ordered the destruction of the weapons 
and told his mother to pay £85 costs and 
a £20 victim surcharge.

The 
hotel, which is Travelodge’s second in Dudley borough, 
has been built on the former site of the Royal Brierley 
Crystal factory and includes 78 bedrooms. 

Atist William H. Burgess was asked to make a mural 
with a Black Country theme to mark its opening. 

The 71-year-old, who spent three weeks on the pro¬ 
ject, said: “I’m very pleased because I was a schoolboy in 
Dudley 50-odd years ago.” 

Travelodge, which has hotels in Kingswinford and 
West Bromwich, also plans to open new hotels in Wol¬ 
verhampton and Walsall. 


Pensions are 
safe, former 
steelworkers 
are assured 

TRUSTEES of the giant £15bn steel 
industry pension fund have moved to 
reassure pensioners they have noth¬ 
ing to fear from the merger of Tata 
Steel and Thyssenkrupp. 

The Black Country’s industrial her¬ 
itage means it is home to thousands 
of pensioners who worked in the steel 
industry, including former foundries 
in Bilston, Halesowen and at Round 
Oak in Brierley Hill. 

They are among 130,000 mem¬ 
bers nationwide of the British Steel 
Pension Fund (BSPS), which owns a 
major stake in Tata Steel UK. 

The UK and European arms of Tata 
Steel will now become part of Eu¬ 
rope’s second biggest steel business, 
following last week’s news of the start 
of a merger process with German steel 
giant Thyssenkrupp. 

Approval 

The deal has only been able to go 
ahead after the Tata was able to sep¬ 
arate itself from the huge pension 
fund, which has estimated liabilities 
of £15 billion. 

The pension deal, called an RAA 
or regulated apportionment arrange¬ 
ment, was given final approval ear¬ 
lier this month. It will see Tata Steel 
pay £550 million into the old pension 
fund, which goes into the UK pen¬ 
sions lifeboat, the Pension Protection 
Fund. 

At the same time, the fund trustees 
are being given a one third stake in 
Tata Steel’s UK business. A new pen¬ 
sion has been set up for Tata Steel’s 
8,500 existing UK workers. Steel 
worker unions agreed to the deal. 


Man in court on 
murder charge 

A 30-year-old man has appeared in 
court charged with murder and griev¬ 
ous bodily harm after a fatal stabbing 
in Bewdley. 

Shaun William Dewey, of Cherry 
Close, Bewdley, appeared at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court on Friday. 

He is accused of murdering Andrew 
Owen, aged 45, who died from knife 
wounds to his neck and abdomen. 

Dewey is also charged with causing 
grievous bodily harm to a 53-year-old 
man after an incident in Cherry Close. 

Dewey was remanded in custody 
and will next appear at Worcester 
Crown Court on November 6. 

Mr Owen was described as a ‘loving 
and proud father’ by his family. They 
said: “Known as a hard worker, he 
loved to spend his spare time fishing. 
His loss leaves a huge gap.”

Pub infested 
with mice is 
closed down 
by council 

A PUB in Wordsley has been closed 
down following a mouse infestation. 

The Lawnswood pub near King 
George V Park was shut down using 
emergency powers after Dudley Coun¬ 
cil applied for a court order. 

The pub, on Lawnswood Road, was 
to remain closed until the ‘infestation 
has been dealt with fully’. 

Councillor Peter Miller, cabinet 
member for health and wellbeing, 
said: “We closed the pub under emer¬ 
gency powers and applied to the court 
to back that closure. 

“The court granted that application 
and the pub must stay closed until we 
are satisfied that the infestation has 
been dealt with fully. 

“We will be making return visits 
and working with the pub.” 

The local authority’s environmen¬ 
tal health visited the pub last week 
and closed it down using the emer¬ 
gency powers. 

Meanwhile a pub spokesman said 
staff would be following advice about 
how to clean up the premises. 

The pub spokesman said: “Given 
the location of the pub it is always 
a challenge to manage pest control. 
We had been given best advice by 
an external company regarding pest 
proofing and pest control and had rig¬ 
orously followed that advice. Our pri¬ 
mary concern now is to work with the 
local authority ensuring compliance 
and health and safety of customers.” 


No change for 
election system 

PEOPLE have voted in favour of re¬ 
taining the current elections system 
in Dudley borough. More than 1,500 
people completed the consultation on 
the future of the ballot which looked 
at potential changes. 

Elections run every year with a year 
off every fourth year, but people were 
asked if they wanted to change to one 
election every four years when all 72 
seats will be contested. But more than 
80 per cent of people who responded 
to the survey opted to keep the cur¬ 
rent system with 24 seats up for grabs 
each election year. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, council 
leader, said: “This has been a very 
worthwhile exercise in asking peo¬ 
ple how they want to influence deci¬ 
sion-making at Dudley Council.”

Pedestrians had to leap out of way of car 


A BANNED motorist with nine previous convic¬ 
tions for driving while disqualified led police on a 
chase that ended when he ploughed into another 
car. 

A court heard how pedestrians were put in danger 
by Lane Smith, of Rowley Regis, with many being 
forced to dive for cover due to his dangerous driving. 
Other motorists had to take evasive action to avoid 
collisions during the incident on an August after¬ 
noon in the Black Country. 

Smith sped off towards Quarry Bank after failing 
to stop for an unmarked police car while travelling 
through Cradley Heath at around 4pm on August 
18. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that the 


27-year-old raced down residential streets at up to 
70mph in a 30mph limit zone. Mrs Sati Ruck, prose¬ 
cuting, said he went through a red light, forced other 
motorists to swerve out of his way and mounted the 
footpath forcing pedestrians to jump out of his way. 

Fled 

A woman trying to cross the road had to dive out 
of the way before Smith swerved to avoid a male 
pedestrian during the three minute chase. 

He lost control and cannoned into the side of an¬ 
other car at a junction before getting out and run¬ 
ning off but was quickly detained. 

Mr Jamie Scott, defending, said Smith panicked 
and tried to get away because he knew he would end 


up in prison if caught for motoring offences again. 

The lawyer continued: “Motor vehicles are his 
Achilles’ heel. Until now he has been unable to 
resist getting behind the wheel of vehicles when 
disqualified from driving. He does have a degree of 
talent as a mechanic.” 

Smith, from Uplands Avenue, had been repairing 
the car on a driveway when asked to move it and 
had got behind the wheel despite his driving ban. 

He admitted dangerous driving, driving while dis¬ 
qualified and having no insurance. 

He was jailed for 15 months and banned from 
driving for four years on release from custody by 
Recorder Robert Spencer-Bernard, who told him: 
“You have an appalling record.” 


Safety issues at care 
home see rating drop 


A CARE home in Halesowen has 
been rated ‘inadequate’ by the 
health watchdog. 

The Care Quality Commission (CQC) 
found the home was ‘not free from haz¬ 
ards’. 

The failings were revealed following the 
unannounced inspection at the home in June, 
which can care for up to 32 people. 

An overall rating of ‘inadequate’ - the low¬ 
est rating - was handed to Two Gates House 
in Colley Gate and inspectors said the home 
needed improvements. This marks a decline 
since the previous inspection in June 2016 
when the care home was rated ‘good’. 

A report said: “The service was not safe. The 
provider had not ensured that the premises 
were free from hazards or that equipment used 
to support people’s mobility was safe for the 
purpose it was used. 

“Risks had not been assessed and managed 
to reduce the risk of avoidable harm. People’s 
medicines were not managed in a safe way. Re¬ 
cruitment practices did not consistently include 
required references and health declarations. 

Leadership 

“People felt safe and staff knew how to 
report abuse. However people’s safety and 
well-being was compromised because concerns 
had not always been escalated or acted upon.” 

The care home was rated as ‘requiring im¬ 
provement’ in three categories, while an ‘in¬ 
adequate’ rating was also given for leadership. 

“The service was not consistently well-led. 
Audits and monitoring had failed to identify 
risks associated with the premises, equipment 
and medicine arrangements. The management 
style was reactive with poor communication 
and a lack of risk oversight.” 

A spokesman for the home: “We have an 
action plan in place for improvement and we 
have been working proactively with the local 
authority. The wellbeing of people in our care 
is our priority. 

“We will continue to work jointly with exter¬ 
nal professionals, service users and their rela¬ 
tives to make sure the necessary improvements 
continue to be made.”

And the strange thing was that, 
when you repeated this story, you always found 
that someone else knew someone who worked 
in another pie factory and he lost a thumb and 
it was never found. In the entire history of pie 
factories, has there ever been one which didn’t 
have its own severed-thumb yarn? 

IN an interview Hollywood legend Mel Brooks, 
91, was asked how he’d like to be remembered.

BROOKS laments the fact that a movie such 
as his 1974 Western spoof, Blazing Saddles, 
liberally littered with Jewish jokes and the 
N-word, could not be made today. He says po¬ 
litical correctness is the death of comedy. Ac¬ 
tually, it’s worse than that. Blazing Saddles was 
not just a comedy. It was a sharp satire on racist 
attitudes in small-town America and it shone a 
light in dark places.

AT London’s Hyde Park Corner, a punch-up 
broke out between Trans-Exclusionary Radical 
Feminists, or TERFs, and transgender cam¬ 
paigners including a group called SistersUncut.

HINDSIGHT is easy. But some of us were 
warning about the destiny of the EU long be¬ 
fore the latest speech by Jean-Claude Juncker 
describing his hellish vision of a single-state EU 
with one president, centralised control of econ¬ 
omies, the euro for all member nations and a 
fully-fledged EU defence union. There is nothing 
new in this. The choice in last year’s referendum 
was never between Brexit and the EU status 
quo, because the EU is not standing still.

of the Black Country or spend the day 
in Kinver, Stourport, Bewdley or at the 
Malvern Autumn how had no chance of 
doing so. This is in addition to a num¬ 
ber of sporting events and children’s 
parties which had to be cancelled. 

All this because a bunch of people 
wanted to go for a ride on their bi¬ 
cycles. I think there are an awful lot 
of people who have a perfect right to 
feel grumpy. It has also been com¬ 
mented that it was ‘only for one day’. 
BEWARE, the organisers are already 
saying that they want to make this an 
annual event.

Hundreds at funeral of 
stabbing victim Ryan, 24 



HUNDREDS of mourners 
gathered for the funeral of 
popular local footballer Ryan 
Passey, who was stabbed to 
death in a Stourbridge night¬ 
club. 

The 24-year-old’s funeral was 
held at St James Church in Wol¬ 
laston on Friday. 

Family, friends and former team¬ 
mates from Wrens Nest and Stour¬ 
bridge Athletics football clubs carried 
his coffin into the church.The casket 
was draped with a Stourbridge Ath¬ 
letic shirt, while other football shirts 
lined the entrance to the church. 

The hour-long service was led by 
Rev Nick Kaleniuk, who read out trib¬ 
utes from friends and family. 

Songs 

Pictures from Ryan’s life were 
displayed on a big screen inside the 
church as songs were played that had 
been selected by his best friend Jordan 
Poole, his father Mark Poole, Ryan’s 
mother and father Gill Taylor and Ade 
Passey, and step-father Phil Taylor. 

Lukas Graham’s song Funeral 
opened the service as people filled the 
church. The acoustic version of Char¬ 
lie Puth’s See You Again was played to 
pictures of Ryan and Jordan’s nights 
out and holidays abroad. 

Mr Poole, who had known Ryan 
since they were four, tearfully spoke 
about their bond. He said: “I always 
thought the day I would be standing 
and speaking about Ryan would be 
at his wedding. We rarely spent a day 
apart. He played football how he lived 
his life with passion, loyalty and care 
for the people around him. In the fu¬ 
ture my children will know everything 
about him. You were my brother, my 
best friend, my hero, Ryan.” 


Sam Smith’s Lay Me Down was 
played as family pictures of Ryan 
growing up were shown, while a video 
of Ryan and Jordan singing ‘every 
little thing gonna be all right’ from 
Three Little Birds by Bob Marley was 
played at the end of the service. 

Family members went on to Stour¬ 
bridge Crematorium, while others 


headed to the Raven pub in Brierley 
Hill to raise a glass in his memory. 

Ryan, from Quarry Bank, died after 
being stabbed at Chicago’s nightclub 
in the town centre. 

Kobe Murray, aged 19, of The 
Broadway, Dudley, has pleaded not 
guilty to murder and is due to stand 
trial in January.

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Brum’s big wheel and 
rink get cold shoulder 

TWO major festive tourist attractions will not be heading 
to Birmingham this year, council chiefs have confirmed. 

The big wheel and ice rink, which are normally set up 
outside Birmingham Rep in Centenary Square, have been 
cancelled. This is a result of the ongoing £10 million re¬ 
vamp of the square, means no space for the Christmas 
events. 

Bosses have been unable to find an alternative site for 
the attractions in the city centre. 

A Birmingham City Council spokesman said: “Because 
of the major refurbishment of Centenary Square, both of¬ 
ficers and the operator have been unable to find an alter¬ 
native site large enough to accommodate the ice rink and 
big wheel.” 

The wheel offered spectacular views over the city. 

Work on the Centenary Square project is not due to be 
finished until next summer. It will have a pool with water 
jets installed and will also be able to host major events with 
43 ‘lighting columns’ illuminating the area at night. 

The German Market - which attracts thousands of vis¬ 
itors to the city centre every year - will go ahead as usual 
in Victoria Square and down New Street from November 
16 to Christmas Eve.

Alex Hamil MBE, cup 
president, said: “We are delighted to be able to present this 
cheque for £10,000 to the Beacon Centre. Beacon is a char¬ 
ity very close to our hearts. 

“We are very proud to have been supporting the same, 
incredibly worthwhile charity for 91 years.” 

Gary Moulder, head of finance at Beacon, added: “We are 
incredibly grateful for the ongoing support from the JW 
Hunt Cup. Without their support we would not be able to 
provide the services and care that local people living with 
sight loss have come to depend on.” 


Cyclist deaths and injuries 
fall by fifth after police blitz 


THE number of cyclists killed 
or seriously injured on West 
Midlands roads has dropped 
by a fifth over the last year. 

This follows an initiative by po¬ 
lice to protect cyclists from dan¬ 
gerous overtaking. 

Operation Close Pass was the idea 
of West Midlands Police who investi¬ 
gated low-cost ways of preventing col¬ 


lisions caused by motorists driving too 
close to cyclists. 

They were the first force in the 
country to use undercover officers in 
plain clothes to look out for dangerous 
activity in this area. 

Helmet 

Dashcam and helmet footage from 
the public is also passed to officers to 
help convict the worst offenders. 


Since the operation was launched 
last year, there has been a 20 per cent 
reduction in cyclists killed or seriously 
injured on the roads. 

More than 175 drivers were pulled 
over and given a lesson in safe over¬ 
taking and 350 prosecutions were 
made using video evidence from the 
public. Also, police cyclists radio de¬ 
tails of ‘close-pass’ drivers for col¬ 
leagues to pull over. 


Soul star Jaki leads 
diversity celebration

tion of diversity. The singer will headline the Wolver¬ 
hampton Black History Month launch event tomorrow 
(Friday), before appearing as one of the star performers 
at Wolves Pride the following day. 

Wolves Pride is the largest event of its kind in the 
city’s history. It will take place from noon to 9pm on 
Wulfruna Street, the Civic Centre ceremonial car park, 
St Peter’s car park and the pedestrian area outside the 
University’s Ambika Paul building.

Dudley Home Improvement Service, 
part of Dudley Council, offers the 
adaptations package. Grants are 
available to pay for adaptations, along 
with an adaptations package of advice 
and practical support. This consists of 
an expert recommendation, support to 
design and build the adaptation from 
technical officers and council approved 
builders. All work is overseen by the 
council, so there is no hassle and no 
stress to people. 

Home adaptations for independence 
are available to people who own 
their own homes or are private rental 
tenants. Council tenants can already 
request adaptations to their homes 
through the council. The aim is to 
help people stay independent in their 
homes. Typical adaptations include 
handrails, stair rails, ramps, level 
access showers, stair lifts, through- 
the-floor lifts, even home extensions 
to provide extra sleeping or bathing 
facilities. 

An initial assessment by an 
occupational therapist will take 
place and this will establish the 
type of adaptation needed to suit a

The service offers adaptations to 
people of any age.

Alan Lunt, Dudley Council’s strategic

Child's play as Cozy 
Coupe king of road 


THE iconic red and yellow Cozy 
Coupe has been driven by millions 
of children around the world - but 
none of them would have been quite 
like this one. 

Foot-power has been replaced by 
an 800cc engine, giving it a top speed 
of more than 70mph. 

And the addition of an anti-lock 
braking system, registration plate 
and driver’s airbag mean it is fully 
road legal. 

Inevitably a car designed for little 
ones to drive around the garden or 
in the park does have its drawbacks 
on the open road. The metal frame 
was not created with comfort in 
mind, there is not much room for 
luggage, and those inside have min¬ 
imal protection from the elements. 

But these are small prices to pay 
for the chance to drive a one-of-a- 
kind vehicle which is guaranteed to 
draw attention as well as rekindle 
childhood memories. 

It is currently on loan to West Bro¬ 
mwich-based Nankang Tyres who 


are using it as a promotional tool at 
car shows up and down the country. 

Jamie Smith, who works in the 
firm’s sales department, said: “Un¬ 
derneath it is a Daewoo Matiz with 
an 800cc, three-cylinder engine, but 
as you can see there has been a lot 
of metal work done and a bit with 
fibreglass. 

“It handles a little like a cross be¬ 
tween a go-kart and a Mini. Overall 
it handles and goes well.” 

The Cozy Coupe has recently been 
spotted out on the streets of the 
Black Country. 

Jamie added: “When you drive 
around the corner you can just see 
the shock on people’s faces. Adults 
just point at it and smile while kids 
go absolutely crazy. A lot of adults 
remember it fondly as being their 
first ‘car’. Everyone recognises it as 
a Little Tikes Cozy Coupe but what 
really freaks people out is that it 
has a number plate and that I am 
driving and that it is actually road 
legal.”

Out-of-fuel drivers 
stranded on M5 get 
help by motorcycle 


RAPID assistance motorcycles are being deployed to the 
M5 in the West Midlands as part of a drive to tackle crip¬ 
pling congestion. 

The bikers will carry emergency fuel to combat break¬ 
downs on the motorway through Oldbury, where motor¬ 
ists are already having to contend with major roadworks. 

It is the first time in the UK fuel bikes have been used 
by Highways England while a major repair scheme is 
under way. Since the August 1 this year, there have al¬ 
ready been 17 fuel-related incidents recorded. Highways 
England is working closely with Birmingham-based 
Egertons Recovery to manage the service. 

Contraflow 


Highways England project manager, Alastair Warnes, 
said: “Since the contraflow came into effect, we’ve al¬ 
ready seen a number of fuel-related breakdowns in the 
roadworks section. 

“On the very first day of the contraflow coming into 
effect, the first breakdown was caused by someone that 
had run out of fuel. This type of situation can cause de¬ 
lays. We’re calling on motorists to do their bit and ensure 
they have plenty of fuel for the journey before setting off. 
We’re always there to help motorists who need it.” 
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Ambulance 
trust cuts 
spend on 
agency staff 


WEST Midlands Ambulance Service (WMAS) 
has cut its spending on agency staff by £2.8 
million in just one year. 

It comes after bosses at the Brierley Hill-based 
service brought in a policy of focusing on employing 
its own workers wherever possible. It says the move 
ensures the public gets ‘the best possible service’. 

Figures released via a Freedom of Information request 


show the service spent 
£3,237,000 on agency staff 
in 2015/16, but over the 
past year the bill has fallen 
to £449,000. 

The 86 per cent drop 
continues the pattern of 
reduced expenditure on 
agency staff, which usually 
cost far more to employ on 
an hourly rate than those 
taken on as WMAS employ¬ 
ees. 

Between 2014/15 and 
2015/16 the agency staff 
spend was reduced by 19 
per cent. The figures also 
show that WMAS used no 
agency paramedics over the 
three-year period. It is the 
only ambulance service in 
the country without any va¬ 
cancies for paramedics. 

Prefer 

WMAS spokesman Mur¬ 
ray MacGregor said: “We 
feel that having our own 
staff is the right way for¬ 
ward and as a rule, our view 
is that we would prefer not 
to use agency staff at all. 

“Due to having an excel¬ 
lent recruitment process we 
have no paramedic vacan¬ 
cies and do not require the 
use of Red Cross or other 
volunteers.

WMAS, which is based at 
The Waterfront, employs 
around 5,000 workers. 

Earlier this year it be¬ 
came the first trust in the 
country to receive an ‘out¬ 
standing’ rating from health 
watchdog the Care Quality 
Commission. 

The trust responds to 
around 3,000 emergency 
‘999’ calls every day. 

The service has been in 
the national spotlight due 
to it featuring in BBC TV 
series Ambulance. 

Nationally, accord¬ 
ing to the data, a total of 
£31,718,252 was spent in 
2016/17 on agency staff, 
down from £49,369,601 the 
year before. 

However, it showed that 
some trusts are having 
to spend more on certain 
groups of staff, such as 
emergency support workers. 


Supported living plan 

PLANS for new supported living apartment blocks have 
been revealed. 

Two blocks comprising of 20 flats for elderly or disabled 
people would be built on Shrubbery Avenue, Tipton, near 
St Matthew’s Church. 

The plans have been lodged with Sandwell Council by 
HB Villages, a leading developer of specialised supported 
living accommodation.

A WOLVERHAMPTON cycling com¬ 
pany is refusing to die after a a his¬ 
tory of family feuds, corruption, eco¬ 
nomic ruin, devastating fires and 
generations of scandal. 

Thanks to the great-great grandson of 
one of its founders, the Wearwell name 
lives on. 

It was one of the first bicycle manufacturers in 
the country, going on to export tens of thousands 
of bikes around the world. A company team even 
won the prestigious Tour of Britain race in 1953. 

However, it seemed the name had been lost 
forever when the company closed in 1975, a vic¬ 
tim of the catastrophic recession and post-war 
boom in car sales. 

Clothes 

But now, 150 years since the business was 
launched, the Wearwell name has been resur¬ 
rected. Alex Joynson, aged 32, and his business 
partner Will Laughton, 30, have started a com¬ 
pany selling cycling clothes under the Wearwell 
brand. They plan to expand into cycle accessories 
and possibly even manufacture bicycles again 
one day. Alex, whose family lived in Finchfield, 
said: “Wearwell really is the beast that refuses 


to die. It really resonates with me that we are 
bringing back a brand that was part of the Wol¬ 
verhampton fabric.” 

The brand’s rich history goes back to 1856 
when Wolverhampton blacksmith Henry Clarke, 
stopping over in Paris on his way back from the 
Crimean War, came across a wooden wheeled 
contraption he learned was called a bicycle. The 
following year he founded the Cogent Cycle Com¬ 
pany which made and exported bicycle wheels to 
France. Business boomed as his five sons - Tom, 
George, William, Jack and Henry - came on 
board, and it remained a thriving family com¬ 
pany until Henry’s death in 1889 aged 56. 

Eldest son Tom was appointed as successor to 
the fury of his brothers, who mutinied and threw 
him out. Tom ended up in Manchester where he 
set up a rival business, Express Cycle Company 
while the remaining brothers founded Wearwell. 

By the early 1900s the business was produc¬ 
ing more than 500 machines each week, and 
exporting in tens of thousands. But it emerged 
that their trusted company secretary had been 
plundering the profits and by the time the deceit 


had been discovered by William Clarke, it was 
too late to save the firm and in 1911 it went into 
liquidation. 

William Clarke bought another local cycling 
business, which he revitalised and used to rein¬ 
troduce the Wearwell name to the market. After 
his death in 1922, Wearwell was sold to George 
Waine - Alex Joynson’s great-great-grandfather 
- and his cousin Jack Waine. The pair gifted a 
share of the company to each of their sons, Theo 
and Vincent, who later took the reins and took 
it from strength to strength. Even a large fire at 
the factory could not stop them. 

The company started to look beyond Europe 
to India, Ceylon (now Sri Lanka), Burma, Siam 
and China. During the Second World War, Wear- 
well was forced to scale back and a further fire 
stopped production until after the war. 

Again the business bounced back and by 1950 
had moved from Darlington Street and opened 
bases at the New Griffin Works in Colliery Road 
and Great Brickkiln Street. It then moved to Al- 
verley in Shropshire where it was eventually sold 
to businessman Martin Wells. He in turn sold 
the business to Lincolnshire-based Elswick-Hop- 
per Cycle Company which moved production to 
Humberside but as the recession pounded the 
UK the company closed in 1975.

Council has brought back 
29 of its redundant staff 


ONE in 12 council workers who were 
made redundant over a two-year 
period at a Black Country authority 
were later re-hired. 

A total of 29 members of staff were 
brought back to either work part-time or 
full-time at Dudley Council, despite having 
received redundancy pay-offs. 

One worker received a pay-off of more than 
£60,000 only then to be brought back on a causal 


basis. Two others received redundancy packages 
of more than £30,000 and nine workers got more 
than £20,000. 

Six of the workers returned to authority 
within just three months of leaving. 

Of the 29 who returned to the authority after 
losing their jobs, 17 were given permanent roles 
while 12 came back on a casual basis. 

A report showed one worker who received a 
salary of £38,400 was given £26,500 in redun¬ 
dancy money before then returning with a sal¬ 


ary of £27,100.Another who was paid £31,900 
received £23,600 redundancy package before re¬ 
turning three months later on a wage of £13,200. 

Dudley Council made 326 staff redundant 
between 2014 and 2016 as it was hit hard by 
budget cuts. 

The authority said it was the role that was 
made redundant rather than the employee, and 
some were offered the chance to return when 
circumstances changed. 


Car vandals go 
on the rampage 

DOZENS of cars were vandalised during 
a 12-hour crime spree in a Black Country 
borough which left a ‘trail of destruction’. 

Vandals smashed up 32 vehicles with 
a baseball bat whilst driving through 
streets in the Tipton and Brandhall areas 
of Sandwell. 

Police chiefs have condemned the ‘ter¬ 
rible incident’ and are appealing for help 
to trace the suspects who are still at large. 

It comes as reports came from the com¬ 
munity about similar vandalism that has 
taken place in recent weeks - with one car 
being torched. The incident took place be¬ 
tween 7pm on September 18 and 7am the 
following day.

Sandwell’s autumn Safer 6 campaign is all about partner 
organisations targeting their efforts and providing extra 
reassurance during the darker nights, fireworks and bon¬ 
fire season - a time when crime and anti-social behaviour 
can rise. 

The Safer Sandwell Partnership campaign, now in its 
eighth year, runs for six weeks and includes a focus week 
for each of the six towns in the borough. 

Mayor of Sandwell Councillor Ahmadul Haque MBE 
officially launched the campaign at a special open day at 
Haden Cross Fire Station in Halesowen on Saturday. 

Visitors were able to get crime prevention advice from 
West Midlands Police and Sandwell Crime Prevention 
Panel, watch a chip pan fire demonstration by West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service and check out Sandwell Council’s Youth 
Bus promoting young people’s services. 

There was also music from Black Country Radio and dis¬ 
plays on how to get fit and active with Sandwell Leisure 
Trust. Attractions included face painting, a bouncy castle, 
dance, a raffle, refreshments and much more. 

Each town, from Oldbury to West Bromwich, will have a 
focus week during the campaig. 

The fire service’s Jason Jew said: “This campaign is all 
about working together.” 


Links between school 
and firm are praised 

A BLACK Country school has been working in collabora¬ 
tion with a construction company to forge a path for young 
people with learning disabilities. 

The Westminster School, in Rowley Regis, has worked 
with the Supported Internship Programme at Interserve as 
part of a pilot to identify roles where students who attend 
the school would be able to work. 

They identified roles in Facilities Services throughout 
the Building Schools for the Future (BSF) programme in 
Sandwell. Two pupils who were successful, as part of the 
internship pilot in 2016/2017 and have been offered a Sup¬ 
ported Apprenticeship with Interserve as part of a national 
Department for Education (DfE) Pacesetter pilot.

DIDO was the mythical 
founder of Carthage, the 
north African city that was 
to become Rome’s great ri¬ 
val, and she was a woman 
wronged by both man and 
gods. 

This seldom staged play 
by Christopher Marlowe, 
Shakspeare’s contempo¬ 
rary, is drawn from classical 
accounts of the fall of Troy 
and the foundation of Rome, 
particularly from Virgil’s 
epic The Aeneid. 

Elite 

Sandy Grierson is com¬ 
pelling as the conflicted 
Aeneas, torn between the 
generous, loving Dido and 
his god-given mission to cre¬ 
ate a new city in Italy. 

The gods are depicted 
as a drugged-up elite high 
on Venus’ love blood with 
Cupid (Ben Goffe) using 
hypodermics to ensnare hu¬ 
mans, such as Dido, as they 
meddle in mortal affairs. 

The minimalist set in 
Kimberley Sykes’ produc¬

ACTOR Sope Dirisu continues as a star in 
the ascendance with his powerful perfor¬ 
mance as Coriolanus, a Roman war hero 
turned reluctant politician with a fatally 
short fuse. 

Dirisu won acclaim on the London stage 
as the young Muhammad Ali in Last Night 
In Miami and here he portrays another 
fighter. 

But Caius Martius ‘Coriolanus’ is a much 
less sympathetic character. Brave but ar¬ 
rogant and contemptuous of the ordinary 
Roman people who want to love him. In¬ 
deed, he never seems happier than when 
covered from head to toe in his enemy’s 
blood. 

The ruling class want him to be consul 
but Coriolanus snarls at the hoodie-clad 
mob when they want him to join the Roman 
equivalent of today’s celebrity carousel.

Residents who 
have registered to previous schemes have saved 
up to £300 on their home energy bills, so it’s well 
worth getting registered. 

The Big Switch brings people together to 
reduce their energy bills by switching their energy 
suppliers collectively. The more people who 
register the better the deals on offer, as it is based 
upon the bulk-buying concept. 

The deals offered by the Big Switch are not 
available elsewhere, and it has been recently 
reported that up to sixty per cent of top energy 
deals are not available on the standard switching 
sites.

Bid to boost borough well-being 
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A major new strategy to tackle loneliness, 
poverty and obesity in people across Dudley 
borough has been given the green light. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet has approved a 
new draft health and well-being strategy for the 
borough. 

It comes on the back of national figures 
which show Dudley is higher than the national 
average for the number of people experiencing 
loneliness, unemployment and poverty - which 
are all contributing factors to poor health. 

Figures show 42 per cent of older people 
say they sometimes feel lonely compared 
to the 34 per cent national average. A total 
23 per cent of people aged under 20 live in 
poverty, compared to the national average 
of 20 per cent. Ten in every 1,000 people in 
Dudley borough claim Jobseekers Allowance 
compared to four in every 1,000 across the 
country. 

The new strategy aims to do more around 
promoting a healthier weight, reducing 
loneliness and isolation and reducing the 
impact of poverty. 

Thriving 

It also aims to build on the strengths Dudley 
has to offer, including lots of green open 
spaces, active social clubs and thriving 
volunteer groups to encourage people to lead 
happier, healthier lives. 

Councillor Peter Miller, cabinet member 
for health and wellbeing, said: “We have 
a responsibility to support people to lead 
healthier lives and this new strategy spells out 
how we can do that. 

“It focuses on what we as a council can do, 
what people can do for themselves and how 
we can work together to lead happier and 
healthier lives.” 

Meanwhile, to tackle loneliness, a free day 
of activities is being put on for older people in 
Brierley Hill tomorrow.

1 every year. The day has been organised by 
charity Age UK Dudley and Age Alliance, which 
is made up of several partner organisations 
including Dudley Council, Healthwatch Dudley 
and Dudley Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG). 

There will be a range of activities on offer 
including a reminiscence session, craft and 
relaxation classes and seated exercise.

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Hygiene checks for 
tattoos and piercing 

A new hygiene ratings scheme to put people in the picture 
when getting tattoos and piercings in Dudley has been 
launched. 

The new scheme, which allows people to check the hygiene 
ratings of businesses before they get their tattoos or piercings, 
has been unveiled by Dudley Council. 

The programme, similar to the food hygiene ratings system 
which has been running for a number of years, aims to raise 
hygiene standards and help ensure members of the public 

are well informed when deciding 
which studio to use. It also 
includes businesses that offer 
semi-permanent make-up. 

The scheme is voluntary and 
businesses have to apply to be 
part of the ratings system. 

Councillor Peter Miller, cabinet 
member for health and wellbeing, 
said: “Often people go for the 
places that offer the cheapest 
deals or the best artwork. Hygiene is such a massive issue and 
should be part of that decision-making. 

“We’d welcome businesses to sign up to this new scheme, 
that way people can look them up on our website and choose 
somewhere they know is clean and safe.” 

When businesses apply, environmental health officers will 
visit to carry out checks, based on national guidelines. The 
business will then be given a rating from one to five depending 
on how well they score - with five being excellent and one 
requiring major improvement. 

Businesses will also get a window sticker and a certificate. 
Visits will be made annually to ensure details are up to date.

Help to spot sexploitation

People in Dudley are being encouraged 
to look out for signs of grooming and 
sexual exploitation as part of a social 
media campaign. 

During September, the regional ‘See 
Me, Hear Me’ Child Sexual Exploitation 
(CSE) awareness campaign has been 
using social media channels to highlight 
key warning signs to help people identify 
concerns and get help. 

Young people have been targeted with a 
male and female version of an animation 
and artwork with the message ‘Do you 
know what your friend’s doing?’ 

Starting slowly, the animation flicks 
through images and words relevant to 
each stage of a developing relationship, 
including, fun, exciting, danger, threats 
and abuse. 

Campaign 

It picks up pace as the situation 
becomes more out of control, finally 
asking ‘Do you know what your friend’s 
doing?’ and linking to www.seeme- 
hearme.org.uk 

A parent version of the animation is also 
going out via the channels. 

Flicking through images and words 
including, unexplained gifts, change 
in appearance, secretive, moody, lies, 
staying out late, it again picks up pace, 
asking ‘Is this your child?’ and directing to 
the website. 

Councillor Anne Millward, Dudley 
Council’s cabinet member for children’s 
services, said: “This latest phase of the 
campaign is about raising awareness of 
CSE directly with young people and their 
parents and carers through social media. 

“We want them to know the signs of 
sexual exploitation so they can identify 
any concerns and get help. 

“Child sexual exploitation is a 


horrendous crime. Awareness is growing, 
but it’s vital we continue to provide people 
with the knowledge they need to help 
protect themselves, their friends or their 
children. 

“I would urge people to check out our 
website www.seeme-hearme.org.uk to 
find out more.” 

The website is a one-stop shop for 
information about CSE and how to spot 
the warning signs, along with help and 
advice for young people, parents and 
carers, professionals and schools. 

CSE can affect any child, anytime, 
regardless of their social or ethnic 
background. 

It is child abuse and involves 


perpetrators grooming their victims in 
various ways, such as in person, via 
mobiles or online, to gain their trust before 
emotionally and sexually abusing them. 

It can take place in many forms, 
whether through a seemingly consensual 
relationship, or a young person being 
forced to have sex in return for some kind 
of payment, such as drugs, money, gifts 
or even protection and affection. 

Warning signs of CSE include having 
friends who are older, persistently going 
missing, secretive relationships with 
unknown adults, truancy from school, 
chronic fatigue, constant calls on a mobile 
phone and the possession of money or 
new things. 


Anyone who is concerned about the 
safety of a young person should call 
West Midlands Police on 101, speak in 
confidence to Barnardo’s on 0121 359 
5333 or in an emergency call 999.

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CCTV can only be used to enforce certain traffic offences 

CCTV aiming to keep 
pupils safe near school 


Mobile CCTV is to be deployed to try and 
keep children safe outside schools in 
Dudley, it has been revealed. 

Dudley Council is sending out a car equipped 
with CCTV to deter people from parking on 
yellow ‘keep clear’ zig-zag lines outside school 
gates in the borough. 

It is an offence to stop anywhere on such 
lines, punishable by a £70 fine. 

Government legislation states CCTV can only 
be used to enforce certain traffic offences, 
such as illegal parking on the yellow zig-zags, 
on red routes or travelling in bus lanes. It 
cannot be used to punish illegal parking on 
double yellow lines, or on white zig-zags next 
to zebra or pelican crossings. 

The car, which was already one of the 
council’s fleet of vehicles, has been kitted out 
with smart technology. 

Using Google Maps and GPS, it will sense 
when the car has been driven into an area with 
yellow zig-zag lines and start recording. 

It will stop when the car leaves the area, 
capturing the number plates of all those parked 
illegally while it is there. 


If, after monitoring the footage, an offence 
has been committed, penalty charge notices 
will be issued by post. 

The car has already been deployed outside 
a few schools in June and July, but it will be 
rolled out across the whole borough now 
children have returned to school after the 
summer holidays. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, cabinet 
member for environmental services, said: 
“Illegal parking outside schools puts the lives 
of children at risk. 

“The yellow zig-zag lines are there for a 
reason - to ensure visibility so children can see 
and be seen clearly when they cross the road 
on their way to and from school. 

“We take this extremely seriously. People 
who flout the law and ignore the zig-zags 
will be fined, and the new CCTV-equipped 
car should help us catch those who are 
endangering children. 

“The vehicle will be patrolling school sites on 
most days and I am sure it will be welcomed by 
the majority of law-abiding residents, who will 
be as frustrated as we are at illegal parking.”

Scheme will help 
first-time buyers 

Nearly £10 million is to be invested in Dudley to help 
first-time buyers climb the property ladder. 

Earlier this year, council bosses backed plans for a 
£9.8 million scheme which will see 79 new homes built 
on four council-owned sites. Of the 79 homes, 62 will 
be sold under the Government’s new starter homes 
scheme, which allows first-time buyers aged 23 to 
40 to buy their first home at 80 per cent of its market 
value. The other 17 properties will be for general sale. 

The sites include the former Mere Centre, 

' Stourbridge, the former care home 
at Amblecote House in Brettell 
Lane, Turner House and the former 

I St Thomas’ Network in Dudley. 
Councillor Patrick Harley, leader of 
Dudley Council, said: “We’re really 
excited to seize the opportunity to 
support people who want to buy 
their first home, but are forced out 
of the market due to ever-increasing 
house prices. 

“The West Midlands Combined Authority estimates 
10 to 12,000 new homes are built every year across the 
region. We are significantly contributing to that figure 
here in Dudley, with hundreds of new homes being 
built each year within the private and social housing 
sector.” 

By developing the land itself, it is estimated the 
project will generate £1.8million to invest into council 
services, approximately £500,000 more than if the land 
was sold to a private developer. 

Under the scheme, people will need to keep the 
home for a minimum of eight years.

Deal will give trainees and 
apprentices travel discounts 


A new initiative giving young apprentices 
and trainees half-price travel on buses 
and trams around the region has been 
welcomed by the leader of Dudley 
Council. 

The deal has been given the green light 
by the West Midlands Combined Authority 
(WMCA). 

Only those aged between 16 and 18 and 
in full-time education are eligible for half 
price travel at the moment. But this will now 
be extended to those on apprenticeships or 
traineeships who currently have to pay the 
full adult fare. 

It is expected the move will see an 
extra 31,000 young people across the 
metropolitan borough benefit from the 50 
per cent discount. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, leader of Dudley 
Council, said: “This is excellent news which I 
very much welcome. 

Support 

“We need to be doing all we can to support 
young people who want to get that first foot 
on the job ladder and get into employment 
or training. 

“Statistics suggest around a quarter of 
apprentices or trainees are dropping out 
before their course finishes. 

“We believe the cost of public transport 
while struggling on a low wage learning the 
trade may well be contributing to that. 

“Hopefully this will help, and when it goes 
live in a few weeks I would urge teenagers in 
Dudley to get signed up for it.”

The scheme will be implemented by the 
WMCA’s transport arm, Transport for West 
Midlands (TfWM) which will pay bus and 
tram companies a subsidy to contribute 
towards the cost of the discount. 

It is also hoped to have an agreement in 
place to extend the half-price scheme to 
local train services by the time the scheme 
goes live in a few weeks’ time. 

The deal, which will run on a trial basis 


for 12 months, underpins a pledge by 
Mayor for the West Midlands Andy Street to 
support young people in their efforts to gain 
employment and training. 

The law requires all young people 
between 16 and 18 to either be in full-time 
education or undertake an apprenticeship 
or a traineeship, so the half-price travel deal 
will now apply to all 105,000 West Midlands 
youngsters in that age bracket, 74,000 of 


pay the full adult fare, half price travel 

which are in full-time education. To get the 
ticket discount apprentices and trainees will 
be asked to prove their date of birth and that 
they live in the metropolitan West Midlands. 

They will then be issued with a photo card 
that can be used to buy tickets from the 
child range which are half the price of adult 
tickets. Full details of how young people can 
apply for the half-price fares will be made 
available soon.

“So I sent it my son and he read it and he asked if I’d 
ever seen it. He told me I’d get street cred for doing it, so I 
went for it and here we are.”

Mary gets the inside story in 
her search for answers 


he’s a Barbie girl in a Barbie 
world - at least temporarily. 
Mary Portas seems like the 
least likely person to be drawn to 
the artificial environment of an 
anatomically impossible doll, and 
yet here she is, fully immersing 
herself in it. 

Portas is known for her no- 
nonsense attitude to, well, pretty 
much everything that comes her way. 

She is credited with raising the 
profile of Harvey Nichols, joining its 
board by the time she was 30; she 
went on to launch her own 
consultancy business, Yellowdoor, 
before beginning her TV career. 

While employed by the BBC she 
hosted three series of Mary, Queen 
of Shops, in which she helped 
failing businesses turn their fortunes 
around - or at least she did if their 
owners would heed her advice. 

In 2011 she moved to Channel 4, 
where she’s been ever since, 
making programmes such as Mary, 
Queen of Frocks, Mary Portas: 
Secret Shopper, Mary’s Bottom Line 
and Mary, Queen of the High Street. 


What do all these shows have in 
common? Well, the most obvious 
thing is that they contain her first 
name - only a select group of 
people are instantly recognisable by 
one moniker only, such as 
Madonna, and it seems that she’s 
another of them. 

You could argue that Barbie is the 
same. Her full name is actually 
Barbara Millicent Roberts, and she 
supposedly hails from the fictional 
town of Willows, Wisconsin. 

But perhaps she should be called 
Handler, after the woman who 
created her, Ruth Handler; Barbie 
was the shortened version of her 
daughter Barbara’s name. 

Handler first came up with the 
idea of an adult-bodied doll after 
watching her offspring play with 
paper dolls and thought there might 
be a gap in the market for 
something more hard-wearing. Her 
husband Elliot was a co-founder of 
the Mattel toy company, but wasn’t 
keen on the idea. 

However, during atrip to Europe 
in 1956, Handler spotted a German 


toy doll called Bild Lilli, who was 
based on a newspaper comic strip 
that followed the adventures of a 
modern working girl who knew what 
she wanted - and how to get it. 

Handler bought three of them, 
gave one to her daughter and took 
the others back to the US. After a 
redesign, Barbie was launched on 
March 9, 1959, at the American 
International Toy Fair; it’s estimated 
that more than a billion have been 
sold in the 58 years since then. 

Nevertheless, in recent years, 
Barbie has been criticised for her 
physique, blaming her for causing 
low body image and a lack of 
aspiration in young girls. Sales have 
dipped too, and it’s her 
investigations into these subjects 
that provide the most intriguing part 
of the programme. 

Portas also meets adult collectors 
at the National Barbie Collectors’ 
Convention, asks her son Horatio 
whether boys and girls should have 
separate toys and, perhaps most 
pertinently, wonders whether there 
is still a place for Barbie in the 21 st 
century.

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alking about a food Revolution 



IT had been an absolute nightmare of a 
week. There was only one way to end it. 
Cocktails. Two for one. Bulk ordering. 

And while this was an appealing choice for this 
particular Friday night, the last day of what had been 
an arduous and tumultuous time, it was not wise to 
embark on such cocktail capers on an empty stomach. 
Food had to be eaten too. 

The chosen venue to help us forget our troubles and 
strife was Revolution, a hip and trendy newish bar on 
the Riverside complex in Stafford. 

It’s a welcome drinking hole which offers quirky 
cocktails along with food and loads of money-saving 
deals too. What’s not to love about Flappy Flour, 
Two-for-one cocktails and a third off your food bill? 
Absolutely nothing! 

DECOR 

Stepping inside it was early doors so not too busy 
and there was already a weekend buzz filling the air. 

We chose a seat by the window, away from other 
people, with plump comfy chairs that, after a few drinks 
could potentially prove lethal - sleep beckoned. 

It’s got eclectic decor: jungley plants, industrial- 
style stools, high wooden tables, bright furnishing, 
booths tucked away and lots of pictures such as maps, 
bottles, famous faces - the one hanging near us was 
of Chairman Mao (the clue is in the name of the bar!). 
Throw all this stuff in one room and it sounds like a 
heady mix of interior design madness but in the bar it 
works perfectly and somehow feels really homely and 
chilled out. 

One of the best bits about our night out was that 
every single member of staff who served us was 
friendly. Bubbly, polite, cheerful, helpful and efficient, 
the waitresses made the whole evening all the more 


pleasant so lots of credit to them. First off we ordered 
the essential component of the evening: cocktails, 
mojitos of course, and went for a couple each to get the 
party started. At £7 plus each, the two-for-one deal is an 
absolute steal! 

The menu is nice too with starters and sharers, pizza 
and burger options, light bites, main meals and sides. 

Some of the stand-out dishes include a Panang 
chicken curry, halloumi and chips, the Mother Clucker 
burger and the Fifty Fifty pizza (any two half pizzas in 
one - perfect if making decisions isn’t your thing). 


We went for nachos to share as a starter to soak up 
our potent cocktails then mulled over our mains. 

We both went traditional with my other half going for 
steak and chips with garlic butter for £12.95 and I opted 
for a fish finger sandwich, breaded cod goujons on 
white bloomer bread with tartare sauce, ketchup and 
fries. Proper comfort food. 

The steak and chips was a good size with a chunky 
piece of meat cooked well-done as requested. 

Mine was exactly what I needed. The fish goujons 
were chunky, flaky pieces of cod coated in crisp, thick 


and wholesome breadcrumbs sandwiched between two 
not-quite-doorsteps of white fluffy bread. 

Both dishes were demolished quickly and we ordered 
more cocktails and a beer to round off a gorgeous meal. 
Feeling thoroughly relaxed we requested the bill and 
played what-do-you-think-it-will-come-to? 

I went for £50, he went for more but the bill was 
just under £48. Wow! That was for a starter, two 
mains, six cocktails and a pint. We paid up and 
drifted into the night with smiles on our faces.

Skoda has confirmed that its new Karoq SUV will be 
priced from £20,875 when UK order books open on 
October 3. 

Three trim levels will be available from launch - entry- 
level SE grade, followed by SE L and the range-topping 
Edition model. 

Customers will be able to choose between four 
engine options, made up of two petrol and two diesel 
units. Power output ranges from 113bhp to 148bhp. 

All engines are available with an optional seven- 
speed DSG automatic gearbox, while the most 
powerful 148bhp diesel engine is also available with 
four-wheel drive. 

Standard specification on the basic SE models 
include 17-inch alloy wheels, privacy glass, LED rear 
lights and dual-zone climate control. There’s also an 
impressive range of safety systems, including front 
assist, pedestrian monitoring and a driver fatigue 
sensor. Prices for the basic SE model with a 113bhp 
petrol engine start at £20,875. 

Moving up the range, the Karoq SE L costs from 
£23,165 when equipped with the same 113bhp 
petrol engine. The trim level improves on standard 
specification, adding 18-inch alloys, an Amundsen 
sat nav system with eight-inch touchscreen display, 
keyless entry, heated front seats and rear parking 
camera to name just a few features. 

The flagship Karoq Edition features 19-inch alloy 
wheels, a panoramic sunroof, metallic paint and leather 
upholstery as standard. There’s also the top-of-the-line 
Columbus sat nav system, as well as a larger 9.2-inch 
touchscreen display with gesture control. 

Safety equipment has also been improved, with lane 
assist, blind spot protection and traffic sign recognition 
all included. 

Prices for the Karoq Edition start at £27,110 for the 
148bhp petrol model, and rise to £31,690 for the 
four-wheel-drive 148bhp diesel model with a DSG 
automatic gearbox.

Motoring expert Tim 
Bearder considers which vehicles will minimise any 
potential loss in value if you bought now and sold in 
the spring. 

Tim said: “Vehicle depreciation can be the biggest 
cost in running a car. If you choose a model with 
low depreciation it can save the average motorist 
thousands. Our analysis shows the Suzuki Jimny, 

Dacia Duster, Nissan Juke, and Vauxhall Mokka lost 
only £300 to £600 over the last 12 months. Be sure to 
check if your SUV is 2WD or FWD as most cars look 
the same, and many SUV like Nissan Oashqai are 
mainly 2WD. 

“If your budget stretches to £40-£60,000 then 
three cars that spring to mind is the Porsche Macan, 
Mercedes GLC and the Jaguar F-Pace. Our money 
is still with the Porsche Macan, although any of these 
models are safe bets the Macan still has a quoted lead 
time of up to seven months with means if you want one 
sooner you are going to have to pay a premium for a 
used one. 

“For a lower budget, the Land Rover Freelander or 
Kia Sportage are excellent buys. Also take a look at the 
Jeep Wrangler, which is not only a capable icon but 
has become very popular in the vehicle enhancement 
and conversion sector. This has strengthened desire 
and demand for this vehicle and values for this car 
have been very stable over the past year.” 


Two and four wheel icons 
of both the track and road

Two machines - one with four wheels, one with two - 
but both are icons of track and road. 

Both are, in essence, race-ready beasts which have 
been refined for the road. 

But, unusually both come from the same manufacturer 
and are the ultimate expression (so far) of the company 
founder’s guiding principles of light weight combined with 
powerful, efficient engines. 

Now the company, Honda, is celebrating 25 years of its 
two sporting legends, the Civic Type-R and the Fireblade 
motorcycle. 

And, as befitting their history, both four and two wheeler 
are marking the anniversary with the launch of new 
models both lighter and more powerful than before. 

The latest Type-R is the most powerful front wheel 
drive hatchback around, with 316bhp, which has already 
taken back the all out speed record for the terrifying 
Nurburgring, completing the course in 7mins 43seconds, 
some seven seconds quicker than the record set by its 
predecessor in 2015.

Agility 

The new Fireblade is also lighter and more powerful, its 
999cc engine turning out a remarkable 189bhp - that’s 
almost Ibhp for every kilogram of its weight (195kg). 
That’s some power to weight ratio. 

Honda’s vision for the Fireblade was for a one litre 
capacity machine with the light weight and agility of a 
600. It changed the supersport scene for ever, winning on 
track and in some of the world’s greatest road races such 
as the Isle of Man TT. 

This power and weight equation was the brainchild of 
company founder Soichiro Honda who, before becoming 
boss of a major automotive company, was an engineer, 
tuning cars to prepare them for racing. 

The 2017 Civic Type-R is instantly recognisable by its 
edgy, futuristic styling. It is to some extent divisive but it 
has its purpose - principally cooling, aerodynamics and 
aerodynamic grip, or ‘downforce’. 

The rear wing and underbody provide this downforce, 
a feature unique in this class, according to Honda. 
Combine that with a lighter but 38 per cent stiffer body 
and all new suspension, new exhaust system plus its 
mechanical limited slip differential and you get the 
picture - Honda has tweaked the Type-R’s handing still 
further, enabling it to carry extra speed through those 
Nurburgring bends. 

The new structure also gives a lower centre of gravity, 
and the option of a 50mm lower seat position for the 
driver. 

The two-litre turbo car can hit 62mph in 5.8 seconds 
and on to a top track speed of 169mph hatches don’t get 
any hotter. 

Honda has moved pretty quickly to produce a new 
Type-R only a couple of years after its predecessor, and 
in doing some has answered some of the criticisms - 
principally making the car more user-friendly for everyday 


driving rather than the track. The new model starts at 
£30,200 (the GT is £795 more) and , like its predecessor, 
has three driving modes - comfort, sport and +R - which 
gives you a choice of less (comfort) or maximum (+R) 
aggression from the adaptive dampers, steering and 
throttle response. 

On the race track, where the demands on the car are 
naturally far higher than on the road, the Type-R is a 
real adrenaline rush, yet enturely controllable and even 
forgiving of the ham-fisted - it of course has the full 
package of electronic safety aids as well as its inherent 
stability. 

Agility is its middle name, while even more powerful 


brakes on this 2017 model ensure stopping is equally 
reassuring, 

Switching to comfort mode means a more civilised 
ride on the road, while the exhaust and engine changes 
have made it quieter, too. It feels moderately firm and 
controlled and the front seats are exceptionally supportive 
and comfortable. The rear seats can accommodate three, 
with quite generous head and leg room. 

It comes as standard with 20-inch wheels, climate 
control, a touchscreen controller for the navigation, 
infotainment and connectivity systems, a reversing 
camera and of course sports front seats. 

The six-speed gearbox, operated by an aluminium gear 
knob, with a short and positive action. A new feature is 
an automatic throttle blip on down changes, making the 
action smoother (and a rather pleasant aural experience). 

The new Fiireblade, as well has being lighter, is also 
lObhp mpre powerful than its predecessor and comes 
with a raft of technology designed to put all that grunt 
down safely. 

Firstly, it’s the first ‘ride by wire’ electronic throttle 
system on a four cylinder Honda, which has enabled 
other technological wizardry to be fitted to help the rider. 

These include selectable torque control (with built in 
wheelie and rear lift control), new ABS brakes, selectable 
engine brake, riding mode system, power selector and 
fully adjustable Showa suspension. 

Top speed is reckoned to be 186mph while average fuel 
consumption is 48mpg (but not at the same time!). 

The standard Fireblade costs a hefty £15,225, although 
there are two more focussed (and more expensive) SP 
models including a road legal homologation special the 
SP2 (race kits are available). 

Its fitting that both the new bike and car represent major 
advances on what were already iconic machines in this, 
their 25th anniversary year. 

To make such very special machines with such a 
pedigree in the world of both two and four wheels may 
not be unique. But their creation and customer demand 
for them must be a proud moment for any automotive 
company.

Revolutionary

Nissan described the latest Micra as 
‘revolutionary’ at launch earlier this 
year. And well it might have. It had to be 
because although this is the fifth one all 
the previous incarnations were pretty 
underwhelming. 

But today’s Micra is a world apart. 

You don’t need to get inside a new Micra to 
witness the ‘revolution’. It now has dramatic 
contours and splashes of colour outside and 
in that make you notice this car in a very good 
way. Along with the personalisation options to 
the hatchback. 

In fact one in four buyers of the car are 
choosing to enhance the car’s design 
with additional exterior and interior parts, 
according to Nissan dealers. 

Customer research amongst buyers of the 
latest Micra reveals that 60% are attracted 
by the dynamic and expressive styling of the 
car. This is the number one purchase reason 
for the new Micra. So Nissan saw the light 
that so many other manufacturers have been 
following for some time! 

Nissan offers more than 100 combinations 
available, for both the exterior and interior of 
the Micra and in a variety of vibrant colours. 

My test car was a wonderful combination 
of blues which certainly did attract admiring 
looks 

Those stand-out looks include concealed 
handles for the rear doors which gives it a 
coupe-like feel but with plenty of space in the 
rear. There’s a big, deep boot and you can 
seat three fairly comfortably in the rear. 

The cabin is high-quality with two-tone soft- 
touch materials standard across the range. It 
is a very nice place to be. 



There’s a wide variety of personalisatiion 


Technology is strong with a number of 
‘in-control’ features - the sort usually 
associated with more expensive models - 
now available for the first time. Not only are 
they new to the Micra, they’re new to the 
segment. These include Intelligent Lane 
Intervention, a safety system which gently 
corrects the Micra back on to the right path 
should it be required. 

You also get Nissan’s acclaimed Intelligent 
Around View Monitor camera system - as 
seen on the Qashqai and Juke crossovers - 
on the Micra for the first time. 

For music fans like me, a highlight is the 
optional BOSE Personal audio system. 

Unique to the B-hatchback segment, 
advanced speakers built into the driver’s head 
rest put the driver at the heart of the listening 
experience. 

As for the drive it is also so much better - 
agile and with a secure feeling and handling. 

The car is available with three engines - two 
petrol and one diesel - all linked to a five- 
speed manual gearbox. Nissan’s familiar five 
grades of Visia, Visia+, Acenta, N-Connecta 
and Tekna all feature a high level of standard

specification. Entry level model comes in at 
just under £12,000. 

I drove the 0.9i IG-T 90 with a five-speed 
manual transmission (£16,570 but including 
smartmetallic paint) which came with oodles 
of kit - both comfort and safety. And on the 
safety side this car 

has been awarded a five-star safety 
rating in the UK from Euro NCAP, thanks to 
the standard fitment of intelligent driving 
technologies in the Safety Assist category of 


testing together with a bagful of other active 
and passive measures and equipment. Every 
new Micra now comes with six airbags as 
standard, plus seat belt warnings and seat 
belt height adjustment in the front. The Isofix 
car child seat fitting system can be used 
with the new Micra, including in the front 
passenger seat, for the best possible child 
protection. 

Additional safety features on every Micra 
include Electronic Stability Program, anti-lock 


brakes and Hill Start Assist. A speed limiter, 
automatic headlight sensor, automatic hazard 
lights and a Tyre Pressure Monitoring System 
are also fitted. 

My perky little engine managed well over 
60mpg on mixed driving and never felt under 
pressure either when motorway cruising or 
taking on winding country lanes. 

The Micra small family hatch is now ready 
again to mix it with the best of the opposition 
out there out there.
